DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Paragraph [0028], 
line 1 Fig, 3 should be Fig. 1; Paragraph [0032] includes incorrect numbering as shown in Fig. 2; 
Paragraphs [0041] and [0042] - "514" should read -314--; and Paragraph [0047], line 1 - Fig. 5 
should read Fig. 6. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 5-7 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent form 
for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel 
the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. These claims affix the seed electrode to an insertion cannula. The 
combination of claim 1 includes the seed electrode and an interface. The cannula cannot be part 
of this combination since it is only employed to insert the electrode prior to connection to the 
interface. It is a separate and distinct combination from that set forth in claim 1. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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Claims 1, 3, 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Cowland (3,722,005). The reference discloses a seed electrode 9, conducting wire 8, and an 
interface 1. Claim $ merely sets forth intended use of the electrode. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Boling 
(2002/01 16042) in view of Wallace et al (2005/0137647). The basic system is disclosed in 
Figure 3 of Boling. The reference fails to disclose the particular electrode and wire structure. 
Wallace et al disclose such an electrode for brain stimulation in Figure 1 and as detailed in 
paragraph [0072]. Given this teaching, it would have been obvious to the skilled artisan to 
employ such an electrode in Boling to effect superior contact and stimulation to the brain. 

Conclusion
